The world Communist move- 


ment, it says, "is unthinkable as 
a single entity without definite 
strengthening the political soli- 
darity of the different national 
detachments of the working 
class included in it." 


"Working class" in this con- 


text translates into "Communist 
parties." Thus, the comment 
has the ring of a plea for a new 
international 
to 
re-establish 


Soviet 
Communist 
pre-emi- 


nence. 


'Guiding Center' 


World Communism's "guiding 


center" for a world conspiracy 
was the Third International or 
Comintern, dissolved as a war- 
time gesture to the Western 
Allies by Stalin in 1943. 


Marx founded the Internation- 


al Working Men's Association in 
1864 as an instrument for revo- 
lution in Europe. Most of the 
delegates at the First Interna- 
tional also were exiles from 
continental Europe. 


Marx ran the show and did all 


the thinking for the delegates. 
Then 
he inspired 
European 


branches which kicked up labor 
strife. By the time of the Fran- 
co-Prussian War, socialism had 
spread over much of Europe. 
But there were many brands, 
from moderate to anarchist, 
espoused the idea of capturing 
power peacefully, and orthodox 
Marxists called them "right- 
wing bourgeois reformists." 
In most countries supported 
wing bourgeois reformists." 


Britain's working class, or- 


derly and respectful of the 
Crown, disliked excesses and 
left

then began to wither away

Second 
International 


convened in Paris in 1889, large- 
ly

debating 
society.

produced clashes between men 
like Lenin and the socialist paci- 
fists of Western Europe. 


Next War Everywhere 


Lenin held that the next war 


should be turned everywhere 
into proletarian revolution. He 
was all for revolution by profes- 
sional revolutionaries. But when 
war came in 1914 the socialists 
in most countries supported 
their respective governments, 
and Lenin set up a clamor for a 
Third International. 


When 
Lenin's 
Bolsheviks 


seized the Russian Revolution, 
there was a new wave of vio- 
lence in Europe and the Russian 
Communist Party emerged as a 
prototype in Moscow in 1919. His 
demand that the Comintern call 
all the shots for the revolu- 
tionary movement everywhere 
split 
the 
socialist parties of 


Europe. 


Moscow meddling led to dis-

Strangely, some very innocu- 


ous "treatments" have worked 
at times — painting the warts 
with a dye of some sort, or in- 
jecting an ordinary salt solution. 
Why? I don't know. There was 
an instance of a youngster with 
a lot of warts, and they disap- 
peared within 10 days when he 
started rubbing each one with 
a shiny 25-cent piece. The only 
explanation that sounds plausi- 
ble is that the mild irritation 
was enough to stimulate anti- 
body defenses sufficient to sub- 
due the virus. Or perhaps the 
warts were ready to go away 
spontaneously. 


It is mainly when warts are 
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a serious blemish, or are pain- 
ful on the feet or elsewhere, 
that medical help is necessary. 


Ointments containing salicylic 


acid (to soften the skin) and 
podophyllum (to attack the vi- 
rus) are often used; also lin- 
seed oil and podophyllum in a 
lanolin base. 


Acid Treatment 


Caustics, such as trichlorace- 


tic acid or nitric acid, have 
been used, but great care must 
be exercised so as not to dam- 
age and scar the underlying and 
surrounding skin. That, indeed, 
is a-basic rule for treatment of 
warts. Let's not turn a transient 
wart into a permanent scar. 


Other resources in stubborn 


cases are the use of carbon di- 
oxide s n o w , electrocauteriza- 
tion, or superficial X-ray. In- 
jecting warts with a solution of 
Vitamin A has been used with 
varying success. 


Medications taken internally 


have not proved effective. 


There is little to suggest pre- 


vention except, in the case' of 
plantar warts, the use of slip- 


pers or clogs, so that th« per- 
son with the problem 
won't 


leave traces of the virus on 
bathroom or other floors, and 
members of the family won't 
risk picking it up.

Warren Report Retells Tragedy of Nov. 22 
Oswald's Life Led 
To Dallas Drama 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP

SUMMARY and CONCLUSIONS 


The 
assassination 
of John 


Fitzgerald Kennedy on Novem- 
ber 22, 1963,- was a cruel anc 
shocking act 
of violence di- 


rected against a man, a family, 
a nation, and against all man- 
kind. A young and vigorou; 
leader whose years of public 
and private life stretched before 
him was the victim of the fourth 
Presidential assassination in the 
history of a country dedicated to 
the concepts of reasoned argu- 
ment 
and 
peaceful political 


change. This Commission was 
created on November 29, 1963, 
in recognition of the right of 
people everywhere to full and 
truthful knowledge concerning 
these events. This report en- 
deavors to fulfill that right and 
to appraise this tragedy by the 
light of reason and the standard 
of 
fairness. 
It 
has 
been 


prepared with a deep awareness 
of the Commission's responsibil- 
ity to present to the American 
people an objective report of the 
facts relating to the assassina- 
tion. 


NARRATIVE OF EVENTS 
At 11:40 a.m., C.S.T., on Fri- 


day, November 22, 1963, Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, Mrs. 
Kennedy, and their party ar- 
rived at Love Field, Dallas, 
Tex. Behind them was the first 
day of a Texas trip planned 5 
months before by the President, 
Vice President Lyndon B. John- 
son, and John B. Connally Jr., 
Governor of Texas. After leav- 
ing the White House on Thurs- 
day morning,_ the President had 
flown initially to San Antonio 
where Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson joined the party and 
the President 
dedicated new 


research facilities at the U.S. 
Air Force School of Aerospace 
Medicine. 
Following a testi- 


monial dinner in Houston for U. 
S.-Representative Albert Thom- 
as, the President flew to Fort 
Worth where he spent the night 
and spoke at a large breakfast 
gathering on Friday. 


-Planned for later that day 


were 
a 
motorcade 
through 


downtown Dallas, a luncheon 
speech at the Trade Mart, and a 
flight to Austin where the Presi- 
dent would 
and speak 


attend a reception 
at a Democratic 


fund-raising dinner. From Aus- 
tin he would proceed to the 
Texas ranch of the Vice Presi- 
dent. Evident on this trip were 
the varied roles which an Amer- 
ican 
President 
performs — 


Head of State, Chief Executive, 
party leader, and, in this in- 
stance, prospective candidate 
for re-election. 


The Dallas motorcade, it was 


hoped, would evoke a demon- 
stration of the President's per- 
sonal popularity in a city which 
he-had lost in the 1960 election. 
Once it had been decided that 
the trip to Texas would span 2 
days, those responsible for plan- 
ning, 
primarily 
Governor 


Connally and Kenneth O'Don- 
nell, a special assistant to the 
President, agreed that a motor- 
cade through Dallas would be 
desirable. The Secret Service 
was told on November 8 that 4i 
minutes had been, allotted to a 
motorcade 
procession 
from 


Love Field to the site of a lun- 
cheon planned by Dallas busi- 
ness and civic leaders in honor 
of-the President, After consider- 
ing -the facilities and security 
problems of several buildings 
the Trade Mart was chosen as 


lowup" car with eight Secrel 
Service agents, two in the front 
seat, two in the rear, and two on 
each

board. 
These 


agents, in accordance with nor- 
mal Secret Service procedures 
were instructed to scan the 
crowds, the roofs, and windows 
of buildings, overpasses,

crossings for signs of trouble. 
Behind the "followup" car was 
the Vice-Presidential car carry- 
ing the Vice President and Mrs. 
Johnson and Senator Ralph W. 
Yarborough. Next were a Vice- 
Presidential "followup" car and 
several cars and buses for addi- 
tional dignitaries, press repre- 
sentatives, and others. 


The motorcade left Love Field 


shortly after 11:50 a.m., and 
proceeded 
through residential 


neighborhoods, stopping twice 
at the President's request. to 
|reet well-wishers among the 
Tiendly crowds. Each time the 
^resident's car halted, Secret 
Service agents from the "fol- 
owup" car moved to assume a 
protective stance near the Pres- 
dent and Mrs. Kennedy. As the 
motorcade reached Main Street, 
a principal east-west artery in 
downtown Dallas, the welcome 
became tumultuous. 


At the extreme west end of 


Wain 
Street 
the 
motorcade 


turned right on Houston Street 
and proceeded north for one 
)lock in order to make a left 
urn on Elm Street, the most 
direct and convenient approach 
o the Stemmons Freeway and 
he Trade Mart. As the Presi- 
dent's car approached the inter- 
section of Houston and 
Elm 


Streets, there loomed directly 
ahead 
on 
the 
intersection's 


northwest corner a seven-story, 
orange brick warehouse and 
office building, the Texas School 
3ook Depository. Riding in the

car,

lufus W. Youngblood of the 
iecret Service noticed that the 
clock atop the building indicated 
12:30 p.m., the scheduled arriv- 
al time at the Trade Mart. 


Book Depository 


The President's car which had 


Deen going north made a sharp 
,urn toward the southwest onto 
51m Street. At a speed of about 
11 miles per hour, it started 
down the gradual descent to- 
vard a railroad overpass under 
which 
the 
motorcade 
would 


jroceed 
before 
reaching the 


Stemmons Freeway. The front 
of the Texas School Book Depos- 
tory was now on the Presi- 
dent's right, and he waved to 
.he crowd assembled there as 


passed the building. Dealey 


Plaza — an open, landscaped 
area marking the western end 
of downtown Dallas — stretched 
out to the President's left. A 
Secret Service agent riding in 
;he 
motorcade 
radioed 
the 


Trade Mart that the President 
would arrive in 5 minutes. 


Seconds later shots resounded 


in rapid succession. The Presi- 
dent's hands moved to his neck 
He appeared to stiffen momen- 
tarily and lurch slightly forwarc 
in his seat. A bullet had entered 
the base of the back of his neck 
slightly to the right of the spine. 
It traveled downward and exit- 
ed from the front of the neck 
causing a nick in the left lower 
portion of the knot in the Presi- 
dent's necktie. Before the shoot- 
ing started, Governor Connally 
had been facing 
toward the 


crowd on the right. He started 
to turn toward the left and sud- 
denly felt a blow on his back 
The Governor had been hit by a 
bullet which entered at the ex- 
treme right side of his back at a 


Given thi 
selection, and in 
accordance 


with the customary practice of 
affording the greatest number 
of people an opportunity to see 
the 
President, the motorcade 


route selected was a natura 
one. The route was approved by] 
the local host committee and I 
White House representatives on! 
November 18 and publicized in' 
the local papers starting on 
November 
19. This advance 


publicity made it clear that the 
motorcade would leave Main 
Street and pass the intersection 
of Elm and Houston Streets as it 
proceeded to the Trade Mart by 
way of the Stemmons Freeway. 


No Bubbletop 


By midmorning of November 


22', clearing skies in Dallas dis- 
pelled the threat of rain and the 
President greeted the crowds 
from his open limousine without 
th'e "bubbletop," which was at 
tttat time a plastic shield fur- 
nishing protection only against 
inclement weather. To the left 
of the President in the rear seat 
was Mrs. Kennedy. In the jump 
seats were Governor Connally, 
wh-'"' s-'as in front of the Presi- 
dent, and Mrs. Connally at the 
Governor's left. Agent William 
R. Greer of the Secret Service 
was driving, and Agent Roy H. 
Kellerman was sitting to his 
right. 


Directly behind the Presiden- 
ial limousine was an open "fol-

Hands Reached Out to greet President and Mrs. 


John F. Kennedy on their arrival at the airport in 


performed a tracheotomy by 
enlarging the throat wound and 
inserting a tube. Totally ab- 
sorbed in the immediate task of 
trying to preserve the Presi- 
dent's life, the attending doctors 
never turned the President over 
for an examination of his back. 
At 1 p.m., after all heart activi- 
ty ceased and the Last Rites 
were administered by a priest, 
President 
Kennedy was pro-

The bullet traveled through his 
:hest in a downward and for- 
ward direction, exited below his 
right nipple, passed through his 
right wrist which had been in 
iis lap, and then caused a 
wound to his left thigh. The 
:orce of the bullet's impact 
appeared to spin the Governor 
to his right, and Mrs. Connally 
julled him down into her lap. 
Another bullet then struck Pres- 
dent Kennedy in the rear por- 
;ion of his head, causing a mas- 
sive and fatal wound. The Presi- 
dent fell to the left into Mrs. 
Kennedy's lap. 


Secret Service Agent Clinton 


J. Hill, riding on the left run- 
ning board of the "followup" 
car, heard a noise which sound- 
ed like a firecracker and saw 
.he President 
suddenly lean 


forward and to the left. Hill 
umped off the car and raced 
.oward 
the 
President's 
lim- 


ousine. In the front seat of the 
Vice-Presidential 
car, 
Agent 


Youngblood heard an explosion 
and noticed unusual movements 
n the crowd. He vaulted into 
:he rear seat and sat on the 
Vice President in order to pro- 
tect him. At the same time 
Agent Kellerman in the- front 
seat of the Presidential lim- 
ousine turned to observe the 
^resident. 


'Let's Get Out' 


Seeing that the President was 


struck, 
Kellerman 
instructed 


±ie driver, "Let's get out of 
lere; we are hit." He radioed 
ahead to the lead car, "Get us 
;o the hospital 
immediately." 


Agent Greer immediately accel- 
erated the Presidential car. As 
it gained speed, Agent Hill man- 
aged to pull himself onto the 
back of 
Kennedy 


the car where 
had 
climbed. 


Mrs. 
Hill 


pushed her back into the rear 
seat and shielded the stricken 
President and Mrs. Kennedy as 
the President's car proceeded at 
high speed to Parkland Memori- 
al Hospital, 4 miles away. 


At Parkland, the President 


was immediately treated by a 
team of physicians who had 
been alerted for the President's 
arrival by the Dallas Police 
Department as the result of a 
radio message from the motor- 
cade after the shooting. The 
doctors 
noted 
irregular 


breathing movements and 
a 


possible 
heartbeat, 
although 


they could not detect a pulse- 
beat. They observed the exten- 
sive wound in the President's 
head and a small wound ap- 
proximately one-fourth inch in 
diameter in the lower third of 
his neck. In an effort to facili- 
tate breathing, the physician; 


nounced 
dead. 
Governor 


Connally 
underwent 
surgery 


and ultimately recovered from 
his serious wounds. 


36th President 


Upon learning of the Presi- 


dent's death. Vice 
President 


Johnson left Parkland Hospital 
under close guard and proceed- 
ed to the Presidential plane at 
Love Field. Mrs. Kennedy, ac- 
companying 
her 
husband's 


body, boarded the plane shortly 
thereafter. At 2:38 p.m., in the 
central 
compartment 
of 
the 


plane, Lyndon B. Johnson was 
sworn in as the 36th President 
of the United States by Federal 
District Court Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes. The plane left immedi- 
ately 
for 
Washington, D.C., 


arriving at Andrews AFB, Md., 
at 5:58 p.m. e.s.t. The Presi- 
dent's body was taken to the 
National Naval Medical Center. 
Bethesda, Md., where it was 
given a complete pathological 
examination. The autopsy dis- 
closed the large head wound 
observed at Parkland and the 
wound in the front of the neck 
which had been enlarged by the 
Parkland 
doctors 
when 
they 


performed 
the 
tracheotomy. 


Both of these wounds were de- 
scribed in the autopsy report as 
being "presumably of exit." In 
addition the autopsy revealed a 
small wound of entry in the rear 
of the President's skull and 
another wound of entry near the 
base of the back of the neck. 
The autopsy report stated the 
cause of death as 
"Gunshot 


wound, head," and the bullets 
which struck the President were 
described as having been fired 
"from a point behind and some- 
what above the level of the de- 
ceased." 


At the scene of the shooting, 


there was evident confusion at 
the outset concerning the point 
of origin of the shots. Witnesses 
differed in their accounts of the 
direction from which the sound 
of the shots emanated. Within a 
few minutes, however, attention 
centered on the Texas School 
Book Depository Building as the 
source of the shots. The building 
was occupied by a private cor- 
poration, the Texas School Book 
Depository Co., which distribut- 


ed school textbooks of several 
publishers and leased space to 
representatives of the publish- 
ers. Most of the employees in 
the building worked for these 
publishers. The balance, includ- 
ing a 15-man warehousing crew, 
were employees of the Texas 
School 
Book Depository 
Co. 


itself. 


Several eyewitnesses in front 


of the building reported that 
they saw a rifle being fired 
from the southeast corner win- 
dow on the sixth floor of the 
Texas School Book Depository. 
One 
eyewitness, 
Howard 
L. 


Brennan, had been watching the 
parade from a point on Elm 
Street directly 
opposite 
and 


facing the building. He prompt- 
ly told a policeman that he had 
seen a slender man, about 5 feet 
10 inches, in his early thirties, 
take deliberate aim from the 
sixth-floor corner window and 
fire a rifle in the direction of the 
President's 
car. 
Brennan 


thought he might be able to 
identify the man since he had 
noticed him in the window a few 
minutes before the motorcade 
made the turn onto Elm Street. 
At 12:34 p.m., the Dallas police 
radio mentioned the Depository 
Building as a possible source of 
the shots, and at 12:45 p.m., the 
police radio broadcast a de- 
scription of the suspected assas- 
sin based primarily on Bren- 
nan's observations. 


Race to Scene 


When the shots were fired, a 


Dallas motorcycle patrolman, 
Marrion L. Baker, was riding in 
the motorcade at a point several 
cars behind the President. He 
had turned right from Main 
Street onto Houston Street and 
was about 200 feet south of Elm 
Street when he heard a shot. 
Baker, having recently returned 
from a week of deer hunting, 
was certain the shot came from 
a high-powered rifle. He looked 
up and saw pigeons scattering 
in the air from their perches on 
the Texas School Book Deposi- 
tory Building. He raced his 
motorcycle to the building, dis- 
mounted, scanned the area to 
the west and pushed his way 
through the spectators toward 
the entrance. There he encoun- 
tered Roy Truly, the building 
superintendent, 
who 
offered 


Baker his help. They entered 
the building, and ran toward the 
two elevators in the rear. Find- 
ing that both elevators were on 
an upper floor, they dashed up 
the stairs. Not more than 2 
minutes had elapsed since the 
shooting. 


When they reached the sec- 


ond-floor landing on their way 
up to the top of the building,

Patrolman Baker 
thought he 


caught a glimpse of someone 
through the "small glass window 
in the door separating the hall 
area near the stairs from the 
small vestibule leading into the 
lunchroom. Gun in hand, he 
rushed to the door and saw a 
man about 20 feet away walking 
toward the other end of the 
lunchroom. The man- was emp- 
ty-handed. 
At Baker's 
com- 


mand, the man turned and ap- 
proached him. Truly, who had 
started up the stairs to the third 
floor ahead of Baker, returned 
to see what had delayed the 
patrolman. Baker asked Truly 
whether he knew the man in the 
lunchroom. Truly replied that 
the man worked in the building, 
whereupon Baker turned from 
the man and provided, with 
Truly, up the stairs The man 
they encountered had started 
working in the Texas School 
Book Depository Building on 
October 16, 1963." His 
fellow 


workers described him as very 
quiet — a "loner." His name 
was Lee Harvey Oswald. 


Within about 1 minute after 


his encounter with Baker and 
Truly, Oswald was seen passing 
through the second-floor offices. 
In his hand was a full "Coke" 
bottle which he had purchased 
from a vending machine in the 
lunchroom. He was walking 
toward the front of the building 
where a passenger elevator and 
a short flight of stairs provided 
access to the main entrance of 
the building on the first floor. 
Approximately 7 minutes later, 
at about 12:40 p.m.- Oswald 
boarded a bus at a point on Elm 
Street seven short blocks east oi 
the Depository Building. The 
bus was traveling west toward 
the very building from which 
Oswald had come. Its route lay 
through 
the 
Oak 
Cliff 
sec- 


tion in southwest Dallas, where 
it would pass seven blocks east 
of the rooming house in which 
Oswald was living, at 1026 North 
Beckley Avenue. On the bus was 
Mrs. Mary Bledsoe, one of Os- 
wald's former landladies who 
immediately 
recognized 
him. 


Oswald stayed on the bus ap- 
proximately 3 or 4 minutes 
during which time it proceeded 
only two blocks because of the 
traffic jam created, by the mo- 
torcade and the assassination. 
Oswald then left the bus. 


Donned Jacket 


A .few minutes later he en- 


tered a vacant taxi four blocks 
away and asked the driver to 
take him to a point on North 
Beckley Avenue several block; 
beyond his rooming house. The 
trip required 5 or 6 minutes. Al 
about 1 p.m. Oswald arrived at 
the rooming house. The house 
keeper, Mrs. Earlene Roberts, 
was surprised to see Oswald at 
midday and remarked to him 
that he seemed to be in quite a 
hurry. He made no reply. A few 
minutes later Oswald emerged 
from his room zipping up his 
jacket and rushed out of the 
house. 


Approximately 
14 
minutes 


later, and just 45 minutes after 
the assassination, another vio- 
lent shooting occurred in Dallas. 
The victim was Patrolman J. 
Tippit of the Dallas police, an 
officer with a good record dur- 
ing his more than 11 years with 
the police force. He was shot 
near the intersection of 10th 
Street and Pattoh Avenue, about 
nine-tenths of a mile from Os- 
wald's rooming house. At the 
time of the assassination, Tippit 
was alone in his patrol car, the 
routine practice for most police 
patrol cars at this time of day. 
He had been ordered by radio at 
12:45 p.m. to proceed to the 
central Oak Cliff area as part of 
a concentration of patrol car 


inches and weighing about 165 
pounds. 


At approximately 'l:15 p.m., 


Tippit was driving slowly in an 
easterly dhection on East 10th 
Street in Oak Cliff. About 100 
feet past the intersection of 10th 
Street and Patton Avenue, Tip- 
pit pulled up alongside a man 
walking in the same direction. 
The man met the general de- 
scription of the suspect wanted 
in connection with the assassi- 
nation. He walked over to Tip- 
pit's car, rested his arms on the 
door on the righthand side of the 
car, and apparently exchanged 
words with Tippit through the 
window. Tippit opened the door 
on the left side and started to 
walk around the front of his car. 
As he reached the front wheel 
on the driver's side, the man on 
he sidewalk drew a revolver 
and fired several shots in rapid 
succession- hitting Tippit four 
imes and killing him instantly. 
An 
automobile 
repairman, 


Domingo Benavides,- heard the 
shots and stopped his pickup 
:ruck on the opposite side of the 
street about 25 feet in front of 
Tippit's car. He observed the 
gunman start back toward Pat- 
ton Avenue, removing the emp- 
ty cartridge cases from the gun 
as he went. Benavides rushed to 
Tippit's side. The patrolman, 
apparently dead, was lying on 
his revolver, which was out of 
its holster. Benavides promptly 
reported the shooting to police 
headquarters over the radio in 
Tippit's car. The message was 
received shortly after 1:16 p.m. 


activity around the center of the suspect just' went in the Texa 
city following the assassination. 
At 12:54 Tippit radioed that he 
had moved as directed and 
would be available for any em- 
ergency. By this time the police 
radio had broadcast several 
messages alerting the police to 
the suspect described by Bren- 
nan at the scene of the assassi- 
nation — a slender while male, 
about 30 years old, 5 feet 10 


Saw Shooting 


As the gunman left the scene, 


he walked hurriedly back to- 
ward Patton Avenue and turned 
left, heading south. Standing on 
the northwest corner of 10th 
Street and Patton Avenue was 
Helen Markham, who had been 
walking south on Patton Avenue 
and had seen both the killer and 
Tippit cross the intersection in 
front of her as she waited on the 
curb for traffic to pass. She 
witnessed the shooting and then 
saw the man with a gun in his 
hand walk back toward the 
corner and cut across the lawn 
of the corner house as he start- 
ed south on Patton Avenue. 


In the corner house itself, 


Mrs. Barbara Jeanette Davis 
and her sister-in-law, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Davis, heard the shots anc 
rushed to the door in time to see 
the man walk rapidly across the 
lawn shaking a revolver as if he 
were emptying it of cartridge 
cases. Later 
that day each 


woman found a cartridge case 
near the house. As the gunman 
turned the corner he passec 
alongside a taxicab which was 
parked on Patton Avenue, a few 
feet from 10th Street. The driv 
er, William W. Scoggins, had 
seen the slaying and was now 
crouched behind his cab on the 
street side. As the gunman cu 
through the shrubbery on the 
lawn, Scoggins looked up anc 
saw the man approximately 12 
feet away. In his hand was a 
pistol and he muttered words 
which sounded to Scoggins like 
"poor 
dumb cop" 
or 
"poor 


damn cop.' 


After passing Scoggins, the 


gunman crossed to the west side 
of Patton Avenue and ran south 
toward Jefferson Boulevard, a 
main Oak Cliff thoroughfare. On 
the east side of Patton, between 
10th Street and Jefferson Boule 
vard, Ted Callaway a used ca 
salesman, heard the shots and 
ran to the sidewalk. As the man 
with the gun rushed past, Calla 
way 
shouted 
"What's 
going 


on?" 
The 
man 
mere! 


shrugged, ran on to Jefferson 
Boulevard and turned right. On 
the next corner was a gas sta 
tion with a parking lot in the 
rear. The assailant ran into the 
lot, discarded his jacket and 
then continued his flight west on 
Jefferson. 


Crashed Theater 


In a shoe store a few blocks 


farther west on Jefferson, th 
manager, Johnny Calvin Brew 
er, heard the siren of a police 
car moments after the radio in 
his store announced the shootinj 
of the police officer in Oak Cliff 
Brewer saw a man step quickly 
into the entranceway of the 
store and stand there with hi 
back toward the street. When 
the police car made a U-turn 
and headed back in the direc 
tion of the Tippit shooting, th 
man left and Brewer followec 
him. He saw the man enter th 
Texas Theatre, a motion picture 
house about 60 feet' away, with 
out buying a ticket. Brewer 
pointed this out to the cashier 
Mrs. Julia Postal, who callec 
the police. The time was shortlj 
after 1:40 p.m. 


At 1:29 p.m., the police radi 


had noted the similarity in th 
descriptions of the suspects in 
the Tippit shooting and the as 
sassination. At 1:45 p.m., in 
response to Mrs. Postal's call 
the police radio sounded th 
alarm: 
"Have information a 


Theatre on West Jefferson.' 
Within minutes the theater wa 
surrounded. The house lights 
were then turned up. Patrolman 
M. N. McDonald and severa 
other policemen approached th 
man, who had been pointed ou 
to them by Brewer. 


McDonald ordered the man to 


his feet and heard him say 


Well, it's all over now." The 


man drew a gun from his waist " 
with one hand and struck the

Donald struck out with his right : 
land and grabbed the gun with 
iis left hand. After a brief- : 
truggle McDonald and several

Du/c/c Search 


Following the assassination- 


police cars had rushed to the 
exas School Book Depository 
n response to the many radio 
messages reporting 
that the , 


hots had been fired from the 
Depository Building. Inspector 
J. Herbert Sawyer of the Dallas '. 
'olice Department arrived at 
he scene shortly after hearing 
the first of these police radio 
messages at 12:34 p.m. Some of 
:he officers who had been as- 
signed to the area of Elm and ; 
Houston Streets for the motor- 
cade were talking to witnesses 
and watching the building when 
Sawyer arrived. Sawyer entered " 
he building and rode a passen- 
ger elevator to the fourth floor, 
which was the top floor for this 
elevator. He conducted a quick - 
search, returned to the main 
floor 
and, 
between 
approxi- 


mately 12:37 and 12:40 p;m., 
- 


ordered that no one be permit- 
ted to leave the building. 


Shortly before 1 p.m. Capt J. 


Will Frity, chief of the homicide 
and robbery bureau of the Dal- . 
as Police Department, arrived 
;o take charge of the investiga- . 
ion. Searching the sixth floor, 
~ 


Deputy Sheriff Luke Mooney - 
noticed a pile of cartons in the . 
southeast corner. He squeezed 
:hrough the boxes and realized • 
.mmediately that he had discov- • 
ered the point from which the , 
shots had been fired. On the • 
iloor were three empty 
car- 


tridge cases. A carton had ap- , 
Darently been placed on the 
iloor at the side of the window 
so that a person sitting on the 
carton could look down Elm 
Street toward the overpass and 
scarcely be noticed from the 
outside. Between this carton 
and the half-open window were 
ihree additional cartons 
ar- - 


ranged at such an angle that a 
rifle resting on the top carton - 
would be aimed directly at the . 
motorcade as it moved away 
from the building. The high • 
stack of boxes, which first at- - 
traded 
Mooney's 
attention, 


effectively screened a person at 
the window from the view of 
anyone else on the floor. 


Mooney's discovery 
intensi- 


fied the search for additional 
evidence on the sixth floor, and . 
at 1:22 p.m., approximately 10' 
minutes 
after 
the cartridge 


cases were found. Deputy Sher- 
iff Eugene Boone turned his 
flashlight in the direction of two • 
rows of boxes in the northwest 
corner 
near 
the 
staircase. 


Stuffed between the two rows 
was a bolt-action rifle with a 
telescopic sight. The rifle was 
not touched until it could be . 
photographed. When Lt. J. C. 
Day of the police identification 
bureau decided that the wooden 
stock and the metal knob at the 
end of the bolt contained no 
prints, he held the rifle by the 
stock while Captain Fritz eject- 
ed a live shell by operating the 
bolt. Lieutenant Day promptly 
noted that stamped on the rifle 
itself was the serial number 
"C2766" as well as the markings 
"1940" "MADE ITALY" and 
"CAL. 6.5." The rifle was about 
40 inches long and when disas- 
sembled it could fit into a hand- 
made paper sack which, after 
the assassination, was found in 
the southeast corner 
of the 


building within a few feet of the 
cartridge cases. 


Oswald Missing 


As Fritz and Day were com- 


pleting their examination of this 
rifle on the sixth floor, Roy 
Truly, 
the 
building 
superin- 


tendent, approached with infor- 
mation which he felt should be 
brought to the attention of the 
police. Earlier, while the police 
were questioning the employees, 
Truly had observed that Lee 
Harvey Oswald, 1 of the 15 men 
who worked in the warehouse, 
was missing. After Truly pro- 
vided Oswald's name, address, 
and general description, Fritz 
left for police headquarters. He 
arrived at headquarters shortly 
after 2 p.m. and asked two de- 
tectives to pick up the employee 
who was missing from the Tex- 
as 
School Book Depository. 


Standing nearby were the police 
officers who had just arrived 
with the man arrested in the 
Texas 
Theatre. 
When 
Fritz 


mentioned the name 
of the' 


missing employee, he learned 
that the man was already in the 
interrogation room. The missing 
School Book Depository employ- 
ee and the suspect who had 
been apprehended in the Texas 
Theatre were one and the' same 
— Lee Harvey Oswald. 


The suspect Fritz was about 


to question in connection with 
the assassination of the Presi- 
dent and the murder of a police- 
man was born in New Orleans 
on October 18, 1939, 2 months 
after the death of his father. His 
mother, Marguerite Claverie 
Oswald, had two older children. 
One, John Pic, was a half-broth- 
er to Lee from »n earlier mar- 
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Oswald Had Record of Bad Behavior... 


riage which had ended in di- 
vorce. The other was Robert 
Oswald, a full brother to Lee 
and 5 years older. When Lee 
Oswald was 3, Mrs. Oswald 
placed him in an orphanage 
where his brother 
and 
half- 


brother were already living, 
primarily because she had to 
work. 


In January 1944, when Lee 


was 4, he was taken out of the 
orphanage, and shortly thereaft- 
er his mother moved with him 
to Dallas, Tex., where the older 
boys joined them at the end of 
the school year. In May of 1945 
Marguerite Oswald married her 
third husband, Edwin A. Ek- 
dahl. While the two older boys 
attended a military boarding 
school' Lee lived at home and 
developed a warm attachment 
to Ekdahl, occasionally accom- 
panying his mother and step- 
father on business trips around 
the country. Lee started school 
in Benbrook, Tex., but in the 
fall of 1946, after a separation 
from Ekdahl, Marguerite Os- 
wald re-entered Lee in the first 
grade in Covington, La. 


Not Unusual 


In January 1947, while Lee 


was still in the first grade, the 
family moved to Fort Worth 
Tex., as the result of an at- 
tempted reconciliation between 
Ekdahl and Lee's mother. A 
year and a half later, before 
Lee was 9, his mother was di- 
vorced from her third husband 
as the result of a divorce action 
instituted 
by 
Ekdahl. Lee's 


school record during the next 
51/-; years in Fort Worth was 
average, although generally it 
grew poorer each year. The 
comments of teachers and oth- 
ers who knew him at that time 
do not reveal any unusual per- 
sonality traits or characteris- 
tics. 


Another change for Lee Os- 


wald occurred in August 1952, a 
few months after he completed 
the 
sixth grade. 
Marguerite 


Oswald and her 12-year-old son 
moved to New York City where 
Marguerite's oldest son, John 
Pic, was stationed with' the 
Coast Guard. The ensuing year 
and one-half in New York was 
marked by Lee's refusals to 
attend school and by emotional 
and psychological problems of a 
seemingly serious nature. Be- 
cause he had become a chronic 
school truant, Lee underwent 
psychiatric 
study 
at 
Youth 


House, an institution in New 
York for juveniles who have had 
truancy problems or difficulties 
with the law. and who appear to 
require psychiatric observation, 
or other types of guidance. The 
social worker assigned to his 
case described him as "serious- 
ly detached" and "withdrawn1' 
and noted "a rather pleasant, 
appealing quality about this 
emotionally starved, 
affection- 


less youngster." 
• Lee expressed the feeling to 
the social worker that his moth- 
er did not care for him and 
regarded him as a burden. He 
experienced 
fantasies 
about 


being all powerful and hurting 
people, but during his stay at 
Youth House he was apparently 
not a behavior problem. He 
appeared withdrawn and eva- 
sive, a boy who preferred to 
spend his time alone, reading 
and 
watching television. His 


tests indicated that he was 
above average in intelligence 
for his age group. The chief 
psychiatrist 
of 
Youth House 


diagnosed Lee's problem as £ 
"personality 
pattern 
disturb- 


ance with schizoid features anc 
passive-aggressive tendencies.' 
He concluded that the boy was 
"an emotionally, quite disturbec 
youngster" and recommendec 
psychiatric treatment. 


Bad Behavior 


In May 1953, after having 


been at Youth House for 3 
weeks, Lee Oswald returned to 
school where his attendance anc 
grades temporarily improved

By the following fall, however, 
he probation officer reported 
,hat virtually every 
teacher 


complained 
about the 
boy's 


jehavior. His mother insisted 
.hat he did not need psychiatric 
assistance. Although there was 
apparently some improvement 
n Lee's behavior during the 
next few months, the court rec- 
ommended further 
treatment. 


January 1954, while Lee's 


case was still pending, Mar- 
guerite and Lee left for New 
Means, the city of Lee's birth. 


Upon his return to New Or- 


eans, Lee maintained mediocre 
grades but had no obvious be- 
lavior problems. Neighbors and 
others who knew him outside of 
school remembered him as a 
quiet, solitary and introverted 
joy who read a great deal and 
whose vocabulary made him 
quite articulate. About 1 month 
after he started the 10th grade 
and 11 days before his 16th 
jirthday in October 1955, he

was moving to California. The 
note was written by Lee. A few 
days later he dropped out of 
school and almost immediately 
.ried to join the Marine Corps.

After 
leaving 
school 
Lee 


worked for the next 10 months 
at several jobs in New Orleans 
as an office messenger or clerk. 
It was during this period that he 
started to read communist liter- 
ature. Occasionally, in conver- 
sations with others, he praised 
communism and expressed to 
nis fellow employees a desire to 
join the Communist Party. At 
about this time, when he was 
not yet 17, he wrote to the So- 
cialist Party of America, pro- 
fessing his belief in Marxism. 


Joined Marines 


Another move followed in July 


1956 when Lee and his mother 
returned to Fort Worth. He re- 
entered high school but again 
dropped out after a few weeks 
and enlisted 
in the 
Marine 


Corps on October 24, 1956, 6 
days after his 17th birthday. On 
December 21, 1956. during boo' 
camp in San Diego, Oswak 
fired a score of 212 for recorc 
with the M-l rifle — 2 points 
over the minimum for a rating 
of "sharpshooter" on a marks- 
man-sharpshooter-expert 
scale 


After his basic training, Oswald 
received 
training in aviation 


fundamentals and then in radar 
scanning. 


Most people who knew Oswald 


in the Marines described him as 
a "loner" who resented the 


xercise of authority by others. 
He spent much of his free time 
reading. 
He was 
court-mar- 


tialed once for possessing a 
unregistered 
privately 
owned 


veapon and, on another pcca- 
guage to a noncommissioned 
erally able to comply with Ma- 
rine discipline, ~ven though his 
ixperiences in tht Marine Corps 
did not live up lo his expecta- 
ions. 


Oswald 
served 
15 months 


overseas until November 1958, 
most of it in Japan. During his 
:inal year in the Marine Corps 
le was stationed for the most 
jart in Santa Ana, Calif., where 


showed a marked interest in 


:he Soviet Union and sometimes 
expressed 
politically 
radical 


views with dogmatic conviction. 
Oswald again fired the M-l rifle 
ror record on May 6, 1959, and 
ills time he shot a score of 191 
on a shorter course than before, 
only 1 point over the minimum 
required to be a "marksman." 
According to one of his fellow 
marines, Oswald was not partic- 
ularly interested 
in his rifle 


performance, and his unit was 
lot expected to exhibit the usual 
rifle 
proficiency. During this 


period he expressed strong ad- 
miration for Fidel Castro and 
an interest in joining the Cuban 
army. He tried to impress those 
around him as an intellectual, 
but his thinking appeared to 
some as shallow and rigid. 


Early Release 


Oswald's Marine service ter- 


minated on September 11, 1959, 
when at his own request he was 
released from active service a 
few months ahead of his sched- 
uled release. He offered as the 
reason for his release the ill 
health and economic plight of 
his mother. He returned to Fort 
Worth, remained with his moth- 
er only 3 days and left for New 
Orleans, telling his mother he 
planned to get work there in the 
shipping or import-export busi- 
ness. In New Orleans he bookec 
passage on the freighter SS 
Marion 
Lykes, 
which 
sailec 


from New Orleans to Le Havre 
France, on September 20, 1959. 


Lee Harvey Oswald had pre- 


sumably planned this step in his 
life for quite some time. In 
March of 1959 he had applied to 
the Albert Schweitzer College in 
Switzerland for admission to the 
spring 1960 term. His letter o 
application 
contained 
many 


blatant falsehoods concerning 
his 
qualifications and 
back 


ground. A few weeks before his 
discharge he had applied for 
and obtained a passport, listing 
the Soviet Union as one of the 


ountries which he planned to 
isit. During his service in the 
larines he had saved a com 
aratively large sum of money 
ossibly 
as much as 
$1,500 


hich would appear to hav 
een accomplished by consid 
rable frugality and apparentlj 
or a specific purpose. 


The purpose of the accumulat 
d fund soon became known. On 
ctober 16, 1959, Oswald arrived 
n Moscow by train after cross 
ng the border from Finland 
here he had secured a visa foi 
6-day stay in the Soviet Union 
e 
immediately

At the same 
ime Oswald was sent to Minsk 
vhere he worked in a radio 
actory as an unskilled laborer, 
n January 1961 his permission

\ few weeks later, in February 
961, he wrote to the American 
Imbassy in Moscow expressing 
desire to return to the United 


states. 


Met Marina 


The following month Oswald 


met a 19-year-old Russian girl, 
Vlarina Nikolaevna Prusakova, 
a pharmacist, who had been 
brought up in Leningrad but 


then living with an aunt 


and uncle in Minsk. They were 
married 
on 
April 
30, 1961. 


Throughout the following year 
he carried on a correspondence 
with American and Soviet au- 
horities seeking approval for 
.he departure of himself and his 
vife to the United States. In the 
course of this effort, Oswald and 
his wife visited the U.S. Embas- 
sy in Moscow in July of 1961. 
3rimarily on the basis of an 
nterview 
and 
questionnaire 


completed there, the Embassy 
concluded that Oswald had not

Department of State in Wash- 
nglon, D.C. Upon their return 
to Minsk, Oswald and his wife

r. Their formal application was 
made in July 1961, and on De- 
cember 25, 1961, Marina Oswald 
was advised it would be grant- 
ed.

area. Many of them assisted the 
Oswalds 
by 
providing smal 


amounts of food, clothing, and 
lousehold items. Oswald him- 
ielf was disliked by almost al 
of this group whose help to the 
iamily was prompted primarily 
ay sympathy for Marina Oswalc 
and the child. Despite the fac 
that he had left the Soviet Un 
ion, disillusioned with its Gov 
irnment, Oswald seemed mor 
firmly committed than ever t 
his concepts of Marxism. He 
showed disdain for democracy 
capitalism, and American socie- 
ty in general. He was highl} 
critical of the Russian-speakini

because

devoted to American concept 
of democracy and 
capitalism 


and were ambitious to improve 
themselves economically. 


In February 1963 the .Oswald; 


met Ruth Paine at a socia 


way to the Soviet Union. The 


uban Government would not 


grant his visa unless the Soviet

Meanwhile, at police head- 


quarters, 
Captain Fritz had 


begun questioning Oswald. Soon 
after the start of the first inter- 
rogation, agents of the FBI and 
the U.S. Secret Service arrived 
and participated in the question- 
ing. Oswald denied having any- 
thing to do with the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy or the 
murder of Patrolman Tippit. He

He 
denied that he owned a rifle and

Texas School Depository to 
mailorder- house in Chicag 
which had purchased it from 
distributor in New York. Ap 
proximately 6 hours later the 
Chicago firm advised that thL 
rifle had been ordered in Marcl 
19S3 by an A. Hidell for shipmen 
to post office box 2915, in Dal 
las, Tex., a box rented by Os 
wald. Payment for the rifle was 
remitted by a money order 
signed by A. Hidell. By 6:45 
p.m. on November 23, the FBI 
was. able to advise^ the Dallas 
plolice that, as a result of hand- 
writing analysis of the docu- 
ments used to purchase the 
rifle, it had concluded that the 
fifle had been ordered by Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 


Throughout Friday and Satur- 


day the Dallas police released 
to the public many of the details 
concerning the alleged evidence 
against Oswald.

Oswald Is Shot 


I'.The armored truck in which 
Oswald was to be transferred 
arrived shortly after 11 a.m. 
Police officials then decided, 
however, that an unmarked 
police-car would be preferable 
for the trip because of its great- 
er speed and maneuverability. 
At approximately 11:20 
a.m. 


Oswald emerged from the base- 
ment jail office flanked by de- 
tectives on either side and at his 
rear. He took a few steps to- 
ward the car and was in the 
glaring light of the television 
cameras when a man suddenly 
darted out from an area on the 
right of the cameras where 
newsmen had been assembled. 
The man was carrying a Colt .38 
revolver in his right hand and, 
while millions watched on tele- 
vision, he moved quickly to 
v\ ithin a few feet of Oswald and 
fired one shot into Oswald's 
abdomen. Oswald groaned with

was Jack Ruby. He was instant- 
y arrested and, minutes later- 
:onfined in a cell on the fifth 
loor of the Dallas police jail. 
Under interrogation, he denied 
hat the killing of Oswald was in 
ny way connected with a con- 
piracy involving the assassina- 
ion of President Kennedy. He 
maintained that he had killed 
Oswald in a temporary fit of 
epression and rage over the 
'resident's death. Ruby was 
ransferred the following day to 
ic county jail without notice to 
le press or to 
lice officers 


ot directly 
involved in the 


ransfer. Indicted for the mur- 
er of Oswald by the State of 
'exas on November 26, 1963, 
!.uby was 
found 
guilty on 


•larch 14,1964, and sentenced to 
eath.

CONCLUSIONS 


This Commission was created 
o ascertain the facts relating 
o the preceding summary of 
»vents and to consider the im- 
lortant questions which they 
aised. The Commission has 
iddressed itself to this task and 
ihs reached certain conclusions 
)ased on all the available evi- 
lence. No limitations have been 
jlaced on the Commission's in- 
quiry: it has conducted its own

evidence from the experts to in- 
dicate that the same bullet 
which pierced the President's 
throat also caused Governor 
Connally's wounds.

from the rifle used in the 
assassination within the elap- 
sed time of the shooting. The 
Commission has concluded 
further that Oswald possess- 
ed the capability with a rifle 
which enabled him to com- 
mit the assassination. 
(f) Oswald lied to the police 
after his arrest concerning 
important substantive mat- 
ters. 
(g) Oswald had attempted to 
kill Maj. Gen. Edwin A. 
Walker (Resigned,U.S.Army) 
on April 10, 1963, thereby 
demonstrating his disposition 
to take human life. 


5. Oswald killed Dallas Police 


^atrolman J. D. Tippit approx- 
mately 45 minutes after the as- 
sassination. This conclusion up- 
lolds the finding that Oswald 
ired the shots which killed 
President Kennedy and wound- 
ed Governor Connally and is 
supported by the following:

sassination and 35 minutes of

Detention by Police 


7. The C o m m i s s i o n has 


reached the following conclu- 
sions concerning Oswald's inter- 
rogation and detention by the 
Dallas police: 


(a) Except for the force re- 
quired to effect his arrest 
Oswald was not subjected to 
any physical coercion by law 
enforcement 
officials. 
He 


was advised that he could 
not be compelled to give any 
information 
and that any 


statements made 
by him 


might be used against him in 
court. He was advised of his 
right to counsel. He was 
given the opportunity to ob- 
tain 
counsel of his 
own 


choice and was offered legal 
assistance by the Dallas Bar 
Association, which he reject- 
ed at that time. 
(b) Newspaper, radio, and 
television reporters were al- 
lowed uninhibited access to 
the area through which Os- 
wald had to pass when he 
was moved from his cell to 
the interrogation room and 
other sections of the build- 
ing thereby subjecting Os- 
wald to harassment and cre- 
ating 
chaotic 
conditions 


which were not conducive to 
orderly interrogation or the 
protection of the rights of the 
prisoner. 
(c) The 
numerous 
state- 


ments, sometimes erroneous, 
made to the press by various 
local law enforcement of- 
ficals, during this period of 
confusion and disorder in the 
police station, would have 
presented serious obstacles 
to the obtaining of a fair 
trial for Oswald. To the ex- 
tent that the information was 
erroneous or misleading, it 
helped 
to create doubts, 


speculations, and fears in 
the mind of the public which 
might otherwise not have 
arisen. 


Jack Ruky Conclusions 


The 
Commission 
has 


reached the following conclu- 
sions concerning the 
killing 


of Oswald by Jack Ruby on No- 
vember 24, 1963: 


(a) Ruby entered the base- 
ment of the Dallas Police 
Department 
shortly 
after 


11:10 a.m. and killed Lee 
Harvey Oswald at 11:21 a.m. 
(b) Although the evidence on 
Ruby's means of entry is not 
conclusive, the weight of the 
evidence indicates that he 
walked down the ramp lead- 
ing from Main Street to the 
basement of the police de- 
partment. 
(c) There is no evidence to 
support the rumor that Ruby 
may have been assisted by 
any members of the Dallas 
Police Department in the 
killing of Oswald. The Dallas 
Police, Department' s de- 
'cision to transfer Oswald to 
the county jail in full public 
view was unsound. The ar- 
rangements made by the po- 
lice department on Sunday 
morning, only a few hours 
before the attempted trans.- 


fer, were inadequate. 
Of 


critical importance was the 
fact that news media repre- 
sentatives and others were 
not excluded from the base- 
ment even after the police 
were notified of threats to 
Oswald's life. These deficien- 
cies contributed to the death 
of Lee Harvey Oswald. 


Vo Conspiracy 


9. The Commission has found 


no evidence that either Lee Har- 
vey Oswald or Jack Ruby was 
)art of any conspiracy, domes- 
ic or foreign, to assassinate 
-"resident Kennedy. The rea- 
sons for this conclusion are: 


(a) The 
Commission 
has 


found no evidence that any- 
one assisted Oswald in plan- 
ning or carrying out the as- 
sassination. In this connec- 
tion it has thoroughly inves- 
tigated, among other factors, 
the circumstances surround- 


ing the planning of the mo- 
torcade route through Dal- 
las, the hiring of Oswald by 
the Texas School Book De- 
pository Co. on October 15, 
1963, 
the method by which 


the rifle was brought into the 
building, the placing of car- 
tons of books at the window, 
Oswald's escape from the 
building, and the testimony 
of eyewitnesses to the shoot- 
ing. 
(b) The 
Commission 
has 


found no evidence that Os- 
wald was involved with any 
person or group in a conspir- 
acy to assassinate the Presi- 
dent, although it has thor- 
oughly investigated, in addi- 
tion to other possible leads, 
all facets of Oswald's associ- 
ations, finances, and per- 
sonal 
habits, 
particularly 


during the period following 
his return from the Soviet 
Union in June 1962. 
(c) The 
Commission 
has 


found no evidence to show 
that Oswald was employed, 
persuaded, 
or 
encouraged 


b., any foreign government 
to 
assassinate 
President 


Kennedy or that he was an 
agnt of any foreign govern- 
ment, although *he Commis- 
sion has reviewed the cir- 
cumstances surrounding Os- 
wald's defection to the So- 
viet 
Union,, his life there 


from October of 1959 to June

contacts with the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee, and his 
visits to the Cuban and So-

(d) The Commission has ex- 
plored all attempts of Oswald 
to identify himself with var- 


ious political groups, includ- 
ing the Communist Party, 
U.S.A., the Fair Play for Cu- 
ba Committee, and the Soc- 
ialist Workers Party, and has 
been unable to find any evi- 
dence that the conf :cts which 
he initiated were related to 
Oswald's subsequent assassi- 
nation of the President. 


Not an Agent 


(e) All of the evidence before 
the Commission established 
that there was nothing to sup- 
port the speculation that Os- 
wald was an agent, employe, 
or informant t the FBI, the 
CIA, 
or any other govern- 


mental agency. It has thor- 
oughly investigated Oswald's 
relationships prior to the as- 
sassination with all agencies 
of the U.S. Government, All

No Subversion 


10. In its entire investigation 


the Commission has found no 
evidence of conspiracy, subver- 
sion, or disloyalty to the U. S. 
Government by any Federal, 
State, or local official. 


11. On the basis of the evi- 


dence before the Commission it 
concludes that Oswald acted 
alone. Therefore, to determine 
the motives for the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy, one 
must look to the assassin him- 
self. Clues to Oswald's motives 
can be found in his family his- 
tory, his education or lack of it, 
his acts, his writings, and the 
recollections of those who had 
close contacts with him through- 
out his life. The Commission 
has presented with this report 
all of the background informa- 
tion 
bearing 
on motivation 


which it could discover. Thus, 
others may study Lee Oswald's 
life and arrive at their own 
conclusions as to his possible 
motives. 


The Commission could not 


make any definitive determina- 
tion of Oswald's motives. It has 
endeavored 
to isolate factors 


which contributed to his char- 
acter and which might have in- 
fluenced his decision to assassi- 
nate President Kennedy. These 
factors were: 


(a) His deep-rooted resent- 
ment of all authority which 
was expressed in a hostility 
toward every society in which 
he lived: 
(b) His inability to enter into 
meaningful relationships with 
people, and a continuous pat- 
tern of rejecting his environ- 
ment in favor of new sur- 
roundings:

(c) His urge to try to find a 
place in history and despair 
at times over failures in his 
various undertakings; 
(d) His capacity for violence 
as evidenced by his attempt 
to kill General Walker; 
(e) His avowed commitment 
to Marxism and communism, 
as he understood the terms 
and developed his own antag- 
onism 
toward the 
United 


Stales, by his defection to the 
Soviet Union, by his failure 
to be reconciled with life in 
the United States even after 
his disenchantment with the 
Soviet Union, and by his ef- 
forts, though frustrated, to go 
to Cuba. 
Each of these contributed to 


his capacity to risk ail in cruel 
and irresponsible actions. 


12. The Commission recogniz- 


es that the varied responsibili- 
ties of the President require 
that he make frequent trips to 
all parts of the United States 
and 
abroad. Consistent with 


their high responsibilities Pres- 
idents can never be protected 
from every potential threat. The 
Secret Service's 
difficulty in 


meeting its protective responsi- 
bility varies with the activities 
and the nature of the occupant 
of the Office of President and 
his willingness to conform to 
plans for his safety. In apprais- 
ing the performance of the Se- 
cret Service it should be under- 
stood that it has to do its work 
within such limitations. Never- 
theless, 
the Commission be- 


lieves that recommendations for 
imnovements 
in Presidential 


protection are compelled by the 
facts disclosed in this investiga- 
tion. 


Need More Protection 


(a) The complexities of the 
Presidency have increased so 
rapidly in recent years that 
the Secret Service has not 
been able to develop or to se- 
cure adequate resources of 
personnel and facilities to ful- 
fill its important assignment. 
This

should be 


promptly remedied. 
(b) The Commission has con- 
cluded that the criteria and 
procedures of the Secret Ser- 
vice designed to identify and 
protect against persons con- 
sidered threats to the Presi- 
dent, were not adequate prior 
to the assassination.

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Renfc Versus Proxm/re 


Not to be ignored in the plethora of po- 


litical competition in our state this season 
Is an exceptionally vigorous fight for one 
of the Wisconsin seats in the United States 
Senate. 


Voters in November will choose be- 


tween Sen. William Proxmire. a Democrat 
who has served in Washington for seven 
years, and Wilbur Renk. a man of distinc- 
tion in private life who is maintaining an 
Impressive pace in what he acknowledges 
to be an up-hill fight. Mr. Renk's stature 
In his Republican party is suggested, per- 
haps, by the fact that he was nominated 
without competition, something that has 
not happened often in Wisconsin. 


Sen. Proxmire is one of the most re- 


sourceful of the political figures produced 
In this state which has turned up unusual 
political personalities at a prolific pace 
during its history. Some of his habits ap- 
proach the quixotic, such as the depth of 
his year-around campaigning effort w'^h 
takes him away from his home and his 
family more frequently, we would suppose, 
than any other public figure, whatever his 
love for his job, would willingly endure. 


Mr. Renk is evidently trying to emulate 


the senator in physical expenditure terms. 
By all accounts he is working as intensively 
in the pursuit of votes as any man of 
ordinary health can safely permit. It was 


characteristic that hundreds of residents 
of this Valley should encounter him at 
Packer stadium last 
Sunday, 
cheerfully 


passing out match-boxes and greeting those 
who would listen. 


The perennial problem of the candidate 


is to ponder the relative effectiveness of 
techniques. The personal encounter is valu- 
able, as all of the practitioners of this an- 
cient art certify. Yet we doubt that Mr. 
Renk can over-take in a few months the 
hand-shaking investment of more than a 
decade of his rival. We would guess that he 
would find it more fruitful to document 
the issues, as he sees them, and his differ- 
ences with the senator. 


Mr. Renk's central indictment is that 


the senator — who is now the senior sen- 
ator in titular terms after only seven years 
—is not a very effective man in Washing- 
ton, as shown by the poor reception of his 
own bills and resolutions and the Washing- 
ton impressions about his relations with 
his colleagues and with Mr. Johnson. 


We are inclined to agree. But we would 


prefer Candidate Renk's itemized analysis 
of the Proxmire voting record, for exam- 
ple, and a more detailed explanation of his 
own prescription for the solution of the na- 
tion's problems as he defines them. The 
fact that some of Mr. Proxmire's bills have 
not become law may be a lucky circum- 
stance for the senator and the country. 


Moral Leadership Needed 


In speaking to incoming freshmen at 


Princeton University, President Robert Go- 
heen emphasized something which certain- 
ly has been a major concern of many col- 
lege authorities as well as other citizens. 


"Late though the hour is, if any of you 


has come to Princeton hoping only to ac- 
cumulate knowledge, I would advise you to 
begin immediate negotiations with some 
sort of institution where you can attach 
yourself to a pipeline of inanimate learn- 
ing and become full, like a storage tank, 
sealed by a diploma, and otherwise use- 
less." College, continued Dr. Goheen, 
should be a "moral quest as well as an in- 
tellectual one . . . and the maturing and 
shaping of the moral and spiritual struc- 
ture of your lives must be largely your 
own affair." 


Dr. Goheen pointed to the race riots in 


various parts of the nation and both major 
political conventions as indications of the 
desperate need in the nation "for clear 
sight and a sense of balance . . . and com- 
mon standards of decency and citizenship."

leaf Chewers Worry WHO 


The cancer scare has done little to deter 


the firm American smoker from his daily 
pack although he may sometimes feel a 
twinge of guilt as he lights one up. But oth- 
er peoples in other parts of the world have 
their own pleasures which has worried of- 
ficials of the World Health Organization. 


Leaf chewing is the pastime both in the 


Andes mountain areas of South America 
and along the Red Sea in Africa. But the 
leaves are of a different variety. 


In Peru and Bolivia, the miners are 


often paid for their labors and at their 
own insistence in coca leaves from a tree 
quite unrelated to that from which cocoa 
is produced. There is a goodly quantity of 
cocaine in the coca leaf which gives the 
miners the stimulation to face another day 
in the mines. Unfortunately 
cocaine is 


habit forming as well and it speeds up res- 
piration so much that the average life ex- 
pectancy of the leaf chewing miners is 
only about thirty years. 


Meanwhile over in parts of Ethiopia 


and Yemen, khat leaves are chewed by the 
wealthy and now, with incomes increasing 
somewhat, by a lot more of the natives. 
Khat is not as dangerous as coca as it only 
contains a non-habit forming drug similar 


to amphetamine. But the similarity to 
American pep pills or the diet inducing 
drugs means that the khat chewer cares 
very little about food and gets undernour- 
ished and he tends to get very little sleep. 


The trouble facing the WHO in efforts 


to discourage the habits is that officials as 
well as common citizens see little wrong 
in the habits. An Ethiopian delegate to the 
WHO pointed out that khat is no more 
dangerous than the tobacco or alcohol bev- 
erages with which other 'people dull their 
senses or stimulate their appetites. And 
both Peru and Bolivia collect taxes on the 
coca leaves. Licenses are required for 
growing the coca leaves in Peru while the 
product itself is taxed in Bolivia. About 
one third of all duty revenue collected in 
La Paz comes from shipments of the coca 
leaves. 


In both areas the different leaves have 


also been regarded as some sort of status 
symbol and this can't usually be changed 
for several generations. Few 
Americans 


probably will turn to coca leaves to avoid 
the needle marks of a "fix." But the Amer- 
ican diet conscious woman might well take 
up khat chewing to keep down those extra 
pounds.

concluded that a better sys- 
tem of administering the uni- 
formed patrols is 
required.

Yet the problem has not been 
to define the need, but the 
method to achieve it. 


One of the difficulties in the

SNOBBISHNESS

PRECEDENT * 


There is ample 
precedent 


for a grant-in-aid device to 
achieve needed and desirable 
change. It has been used- for 
decades in the field of educa- 
tion, public health, the social 
welfare services, agriculture, 
conservation and many other 
fields. 


Probably it has more prom- 


ise in the matter of achieving 
a centrally directed, efficient 
and productive highway, en- 
forcement patrol 
than any- 


thing that has been offered. It 
could 
for the first 
t i m e 


achieve a field force of near- 
ly 850 men. working as a 
team. It could be followed by 
legislation for an even larger 
patrol that would have public 
support because of the prom- 
ise of real results. 


It could also have some ap- 


peal to those persons who are 
aware of the implausible fi- 
nancing arrangements of the 
county patrols under present 
law.

ment service is properly a 
charge against the highway 
user.
